Eprrok GAZETTE: Last Satur- 
day, in closing my letter, I was 
able to inform the readers of the 
GazerTse that John Forbes would 
make his debut as a Sunday-school 
lecturer on completing the circum- 
navigation of the globe, The Sen- 
ator tells .me to-day that Jim 
Yerington will take instantaneous 
photographs of the wonders of the 
Orient to be used in the prepara- 
ation of magic lantern slides and 
that he and Jim will in 88 go ona 
starring tour throughout the 
States. 

The Australia is a huge, airy, 
perfectly clean and. comfortable 
steamer of nearly three thousand 
tons, built at Glasgow, and owned 
in San Francisco by the Spreckles 
brothers, who by sugar growing 
aud trausportation have amassed 
gigantic fortunes within the last 
twenty-five years, Her officers are 
experienced seamen and thorough 
gentlemen, and the crew, although 
they represent a dozen nations, are 
well disciplined and efficient. The 


table is provided with the best the 
San Francisco murkets can afford 
and a good library of books of 
travel, biography and fiction is free 
to all “first-class” passengers. 

Although there is no apparent 
use for a Surgeon, each steamer of 
the Oceanic Company is provided 
with a good one. In our dining 
saloun is a piano which helps us 

ase the hours pleasantly when it 
s too hot, too cold or.too breezy 
on deck. These steamers are all 
furnished with arrangements by 
which passengers are enabled to 
enjoy the benefits of salt water 
baths. Altogether it may be said 
that there is no modern conven- 
ience for the comfort and health of 
the traveler which is lacking on an 
ocean steamer like the Australia. 

With a cost but little in excess 
of first-class hotel charges one may 
travel around the world. I won- 
der that those people who are for- 
ever secking health and recreation 
in long, dusty and wearisome rail- 
road rides do not once ina while 
take this run down to Honolulu. 
On shipboard there is no daily 1 
per, no mail, no telegraph dis- 
patches, no anything to weary or 
worry the mind. Here is the op- 
portunity for complete rest, us well 
as for the acquisition of much 
information that can be acquired 
in no way except by sea-voyaging. 

I have been charmed with the 
gorgeous sunsets that like climaxes 
at spectacular plays have closed 
the experiences of each day since 
we left the Golden Gate. If5.5. 
Cox, in his masterpiece of descrip- 
tion, had not exhausted the subject 
and so discouraged everybody else 
from undertaking the task, I 
should try to tell you what a won- 
derful picture of purple and violet 
waves, pink, roseate aud vermilion 
clouds of life-like forms resembling 
forests of palm trees, willow and 
elm groves, and huge birds, quad- 
rupeds and men, besides skies of 
ainber, gold and turquoise above 
the opalescent air, a Pacific 
sunset affords. Then, the full moon 
was with us on the night of the 
28d of June. It rose but a few 
minutes after the sun had gone 
down, and the beauty of its rising 
almost equalled the glory of the 
sunset. As the moon came above 
the horizon the eastern clouds re- 
flected all the colors of the rain- 
bow, which the flashing waves 
caught up and reflected back 
again iu a myriad of dewy prisms. 
The sea gulls followed us from the 
Farallones for fifteen hundred 
miles. The tropic birds then took 
their place and are journeying with 
us to the islands. Flying fish by 
the seore are seen on both sides 
and in front of the steamer. Yes- 
terday we saw an object on the 
horizon which looked ‘like a hand- 
kerchief or a small white flag. 
Thinking that it might be a ship- 
wrecked sailor, our captain steered 
out of unis course until we were 
near enough to the supposed sig- 
nal to discover that it was a float- 
ing log or tree, with a limb pro- 
jecting above the water. The re- 
moval of the bark from the limb 
had left the white wood uncovered 
and the rocking of the waves had 
produced a motien not unlike the 
waving of a signal of distress. We 
were more than compensated by 
the slight loss of time to discover 
that there was no occasion for our 
sympathy.
